Do foreign missions pay? Thie 
is the question asked again and 
again by those who pretend, in 
spite of the vast volume ot evidence 
to be gathered on every hand, to 
doubt the wisdom of the churches' 
effort to convert the heathen world. 
Japan as a mission field offers evi- 
dence of the highest value of the 
power of the gospel of Jesus Christ 
fo» enlighten, purify, civilize, and 
Christianize a people who until re- 
-.-.♦!„ w er . buried 'n napan super- 
stition, doubt and decay. 

A patient comparison is neces 
sary to understand Japan's past 
and present.* In 1542 that intrepid 
Portuguese navigator, Mendcz Pin- 
to, touched the shores of Japan and 
returning took with him to India 
Anjiro, a Japanese subject. Seven 
years later, in 1549, Frances Xftvier, 
a heroic Roman Catholic mission- 
ary, met with Anjiro, became inter- 
ested in the salvation of the Japan- 
ese, brought him to Japan with 
other followers and began the teach- 
ing of the Christian faith to the 
people. By 1590 more than a mil- 
lion of converts had been secured, 
among whom were great feudal 
loVds, men of powerful influence. 
■me attempt to control political af- 
fairs, a serious mistake on the part 
of the Christian evangelist, led to 
a persecution of unusual severity, 
extending over many years, and 
costing the lives of more than two 
hundred thousand faithful natives 
and two hundred European mission- 
aries. We need not to study the 



details of this persecution, but 
must not fail to note its terrible se- 
verity, the unswerving loyalty of 
Am Christians io iiieir faiiii, auu 
the great prejudice cieated in the 
Japanese mind of all classes against 
the Christian faith and the foreign- 
ers who brought it. This prej udice 
closed the empire to the foreigner 
for 250 years and made his second 
entrance upon Japanese soil one of 
great difficulty and delicacy. A 
handful of Dutch traders, corralled 
on a little island in Nagasaki Bay, 
their ships coming two or three in 
a year, themselves always under po- 
lice surveilance, never allowed to 
penetrate the main land, forming a 
window in the south, thro which 
Japan could dimly look out upon 
Euroue, were the only foreigners 
allolwl to come in contact with the 
children of the Sunrise Kingdom. 

The black ships of Commodore 
Perry with their strunge white 
wings, entering Tokyo Bay in 1853, 
July, broke the slumbers of Japan's 
millions and helped to lead the peo- 
ple out upon and era of new nation 
al existence and unprecedented pro- 
gress. With consummate diploma- 
tic skill and without the firing of a 
gun, he secured a treaty of amity 
and good will, a step of stupendous 
importance to all the worl'd. But 
the prejudices of the people at large 
still remained to be overcome. 

The first Protestant missionaries 
entered Japan in 1859. Their first 
convert received baptism in Octo 
ber, 1861, but so hostile was the 



government to the foreigner and 
his hated yasti-ki/o that up to 1873 
but eleven Japanese had received 
baptism into the Protestant faith. 

These were times of suspicion and 
dark deeds. Notice boards prohib 
iting faith in Christianity and off- 
ering rewards for exposing native 
believers were posted by the gov 
ernment in public places. For the 
missionary to leave his home at 
night was positively unsafe. While 
policemen guarded his person aad 
property, because of the govern 
ment's treaty obligations, her secret 
detectives dogged his footsteps. If 
the common people were inclined to 
receive the foreigner, his religion, 
his schools, the attitude of their 
leaders forbade it. It needed a 
dozen years to allay suspicion, to 
show the difference between Pro- 
testantism and Romanism, and to 
prepare the way for any direct 
work. 

These are briefly the conditions 
our heroic pioneer missionaries ni3t. 
Without a dwelling house, a 
church, or a native convert; with 
no knowledge of the language, no 
Christian literature, no helps of any 
kind ; but with God above, the love 
of Christ in their hearts, a praying 
Church behind them, and a hand- 
ful of sy mpathetic missionaries like 
themselves about them, barehand- 
ed they began to lay the founda- 
tions of the Church in that land. 

SUCCESSES OK FORTY YEARS. 

What are the successes of forty 
years of toil? We now have 400 
•tive crd«inpd ministers, trained 
l our Christian Schools, loyal to 
our cause, earnest, intelligent, self- 
sacrificing, able in most cases to 
double or quadruple their income, 
by leaving the services of the 
Church to accept secular work or 
government positions. There are 
500 unordained ministers and help- 
ers, and 325 native bible women who 
labor for the saving of the woman- 
hood of Japan, Four-hundred 
church buildings invite the people 
to worship God. The gospel is reg- 
ularly preached in 1150 stations 
and there are about 475 organized 
churches, perhaps 100 of which are 
self-supporting. These churches 
report 52,000 members, and 45,000 
Sunday School children meet in 
more than 900 Sunday Schools 
where they are tnujjht systematic- 
ally in the word of God. As to 
church relations of these Christians 
the Presbyterian, the Congrega- 
tional, the Episcopal, and the Meth- 
odist families have each appioxi- 
mately 11,000 members, while the 
Baptist approximate 2,500, the bal- 
ance being divided anions: the Lu- 
theran, theChristian, Scandinavian, 
Univcrsalist and other smaller bod- 
The Boarding Schools number 
57 in which there are 55,000 young 
men and women receiving Christian 
education, and in about 80 day 
schools 7,000 little children are 
being instructed. One Christian 
lisbing house last year sent out 



1,000 volutneB of books and tracts, 
le 21,000,000 pages of Christian! 
•iatut<-. 

Jeside the above the Roman Ca- 
•lie Church claims over 55,000, 
1 the Greek Church over 27,000 
mbers among the Japanese. 

I BROADER INFLUENCE OF CHKISTl 



This is a very brief statistical 
putting of our success as Churches, 
but it by no means tells all the 
truth. The broader influences of 
Christian civilization upon the Jap- 
anese nation, must never be forgot- 
ten. Instead of the notice boards 
which in the beginning forbade the 
Japanese to believe in Christianity, 
the 28th article of the national con 
stitution now guarantees to every 
Japanese subject the enjoyment of 
freedom of religious belief. Then 
the Christian religion was a hated 
and condemned foreign creed, an 
alien, and illegal ; now Christianity 
has the same legal status as Budd- 
hism, and is protected by the high- 
est law of the empire. 

CHURCH PROPERTY AND MISSION 
SCHOOLS. 

For long years the question of 
the Church's property in Japan 
was one of serious concern, as there 
were no provisions by which a sat- 
isfactory title to such property 
could be had in the name of the 
Church, or of a foreign person, 
company, or corporation ; now the 
Church property may beheld under 
legal provisions as safe as the em- 
pire itself. 

Our mission schools have long 
labored under great embarrassment, 
partly because they were Christian, 
partly because they were private 
schools rather than a part of the 
government school system ; but re- 
cently the chie.' hindrances have 
been removed and our schools can- 
not now provide for all who seek 
admission. 

CONFIDENCE RETTORED.

phrases about kindness and charity 
and left the suffering to bear their 
sorrows as best they might; but the 
Christians are dotting the land 
with hospitals, orphanages, asy- 
lums, homes for the friendless and 
for ex-convicts, and the tears of 
joy and gratitude that flow from 
the relieved are as incense wafted 
to heaven. Perhaps in nothing 
has Christianity manifested its 
power over the fiery Japanese spirit 
more completely than when it has 
tamed the tanurai and sent him 
out as a good Samaritan to estab- 
lish humanitarian institutions, 

ELEVATION OF WOMAN 

Woman, too, has felt mightily 
the touch of Christian uplift. Con 
fucius had no place for her. From 
many Buddhist temple3 and sacred 
mountains she is excluded. She 
Id claim no legal standing, and 
was a mere chattel to be disposed 
of as caprice might dictate. But 
Christianity has made concubinage 
a disgrace; the civil code, based 
upon the Code of Napoleon, or 
hristian law. gives to woman her 
legal status, guards her rights of 
person and property, and makes 
possible her independent existence. 

The hardest blow yet struck 
against the daniable system of 
licensed prostitution, the curse of 
Japan, was struck by a Christian 
missionary, a Methodist, and if the 
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fort the day is not di 
they will close every brothel in 
the land. 

DEVELOPING CHRISTIAN SENTIMENT 

But the case does not rest here. 



The influence of Christian senti- 
ment in society has made a differ- 
ence in the dealings of man with 
man. Not a judge upon the bench 
but has felt his moral backbone 
stiffen by the presence of Christian 
sentiment among the people and 
even in the press. 

Japan has recently set the world 
an -example by imprisoning more 
than one hundred of her leading 
citizens, tome of them men occu- 
pying high positions in her educa- 
tional system, because they were 
found guilty of accepting petty 
bribes from the publishers of text- 
books as payment lor their favoi- 
able opinions on these books. 
While American cities sit com- 
placently to watch their politicians 
steal through the exploiting of 
more than one franchise, the city of 
Tokyo tries, convicts, and impris- 
ons some of her leading officials 
because they cheated in the quality 
o' iron pipes put into her water 
system. 

I do not pretend to nssert that 
Japanese civilization is morally 
equal to that of America at all 
points, not by any means, m>r 
would I have tUe reader lose eight 
of the fact that the missionaries to 
that country have not been asleep 
for thirty years. No statistics eun 
picture to the mind the wide- 
spiead influence of Christian senti- 
ment already manifested in this 
land so recently heathen, and this 
influence is large out of all porpor- 
tion to the numbers of those en- 
rolled as Christians.

Measure is to Prevent the Deteri 
oration of Kentucky's Famous 
Blue-Grass. 

Representative South Trimble's 
bill preventing the adulteration of 
Kentucky blue-grass seed was on 
March 9th favorably reported by 
the House Agricultural Committee. 
The bill— which is one of the most 
important fiom a local standpoint 
now pending in Congress — was in- 
troduced by Mr. Trimble early in 
the session. He has constantly 
urged upon the members of tin 
committee the vital necessity to far- 
mers of the passage of some 99 oh » 
measure, and his good work in be- 
half of the bill was on the 9tb re 
warded with a favorable report. 
Mr. Trimble made quite a campaign 
out of Congress for his bill. He 
wrote letters to the heads of tie 
agricultural schools throughout the 
country asking for their views of 
his measure, and in every instance 
received an enthusiastic indorse- 
ment of the bill. One of these let- 
ters played an important part in 
the proceedings before the commit- 
tee. 

The chairman of the committee 
has designated Mr. Trimble to 
draw up the report on the bill, 
which- will be submitted to tue 
House within a few days.

ed from Japan a burden which was 
fast coming to be unbearable. This 
is the political side of the matter. 
From the Church's standpoint it 
bursts from the missionary his 
traveling passport fetters and set 
him free to roam at will up and 
down the empire, preaching Jesus 
and the resurrection; it changed 
the feelings of the government and 
people toward the foreigner and 
hia creed; it stirred the native 
evangelist with a desire to see the 
people converted ; it gave the pa- 
triot an additional reason for wish- 
ing to make his country worthy to 
march with the Christian nations 
of the Occident, and thus threw 

propagandism. Then came the 
Anglo-Japanese Alliance, an event 
which has imposed upon Japan 
still greater obligations and in- 
ducements to measure up to her 
best in every way. 

KAILPRF OK THK MORAL SYSTEM. 

And this has apparently led to 
another line of thought. From the 
early years of the Meiji era Japan 
had depended upon general educa- 
tion to solve her difficulties and 
lift her into a stable national life. 
In pursuance of this policy she Un- 
developed her school system to a

the minds are open to receive the 
truth ; now, when God has, through 
a victorious war, through improved 
international relations, and through 
the failure of their moral system, 
flung wide open doors, this is the 
Church's supreme opportunity. 

We should sieze this opportunity 
first through increased direct evan- 
gelistic work. This is the Church's 
first and greatest business, to 
preach the Gospel to the 47,000,000 
of Japan, and to this supreme duty 
all other agencies should be sub- 
ordinated. To preach that GoBpel 
in the language of the people is the 
missionary's highest joy. But to 
do this we must have more men and 
money. 

Our present force all over the 
field is working to the danger 
point. The first and greatest need 
is for young men, the best from 
the schools, who shall take the field, 
acquire the language, and be ready 
for leadership to take the places of 
the falling pioneers. Then we 
need money for native preachers, 
not a sudden large increase so as to 
demoralize self-support, but money 
especially for new work. Millions 
upon millions of the people have 
never heard of Christ. Their 
minds are open. They await 
something new. Of religion they 
have enough, but the Gospel famine 
is something awful to behold. O 
brothers, why may not Japan have 
the Gospel now? Is this excessive 
asking for a land where only one 
in 1,000 of the population is a 
Church member, where the heathen 
temples still outnumber the Prot- 
estant communicants? and where 
the people crowd about us at the 
rate of 300 per squaw mile, while 
the United States has but 2G and 
China 06 to the square mile. 

CHRISTIAN SCHOOLS 

We should seize this opportuni- 
ty through Christian schools. 
These schools from the first have 
been both the entering wedge and 
a source of strength. The Japan- 
ese are a reading people. Eighty- 
one and one-half per cent of the 
population are actually in the 
schools. The daily papers from 
the morning press fall like enow 
flukes over the land. The selec- 
tion of books found upon the 
shelves of book sto

delphia, or even Boston. The coin 
mercial value of the English lan 
guage is known, and it is a re 
quired study in the schools of the 
country, where the children 
learning to think in English.

JAPAN AND THK OKIENT 

In saving Japan you save the 
Orient.

She owns 
strategic railroads, telegraph lines, 



banks, and large commercial inter- 
ests. Japan is sending hundreds 

of her picked men into China, 
they are reorganizing her army, are 
advisers to her government, are 
police organizers and teachers, ii re 
putting her schools into shape, are 
heads of business enterprises, are 
drafting her new code of civil law, 
are managing her Imperial Uni- 
versity. Little Japan leading old 
China! Why 2,000 Chinese stu- 
dents are in the schools of Tokyo, 
and among them are sons of Chi- 
nese nobles; and of these students 
more than 100 are Chinese girls. 
Over 100 Chinese non-commission- 
ed millitary officers are in Japanese 
barracks getting their training for 
war.

Remember the 
trumpet call of Bishop Moore : "As 
Japan goes, so goes the Orient."

A writer on the ways of Chinese 
gardeuers sayo; Toiuatu plants 
they grow by the thousands. They 
melt the solder off jam cans so that 
the bottom and top fall off, and the 
tin may be opened out. 

These tins they fill with soil, 
place a tomato seed in each, and 
pack away on a hotbed. At plant- 
ing time they make a hole, put tin 
and all in, pack the soil closely 
around, then withdraw the un, 
leaving the roots undisturbed. 
Marrows and pumpkins, chillies, 
>gg plantB, and cucumbers they 
treat similarly. 

Already they had a large area 
planted with tomatoes. The land 
had been thrown into beds about 4 
feet wide, oval in shape, so that 
he crown was a foot higher tha 
than the trenches along each sidi 
In the center of the crown holes 8 
ies deep have been made. In 
these the tomatoes were planted, 
and a paling on the cold side gave 
protection from late frosts. 

By these means the beds were 
well drained and warm, so that 
splendid growth was being made, 
paling from its position and 
slope both protecting from thee 
as, and helping to make 
t of any sunbeat. Later 
beds would be leveled off 
that a large flat bed would res 

Then rows of French beans were 
planted between the tomatoes, and 
were ready, and out of the way be- 
fore the tomatoes would require 
I whole of the ground. 
The idea seems a really excellent 
e, the maximum of benefit being 
rived in the way of drainage, 
irmth, tillage and aeration of the 
soil, destruction of weed9 and keep- 
ing the land clean with rapid 
growth of plants, by the minimum 
of labor and expense.
